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Consumption of Paper is the Measure of a People’s Culture.” 
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Beating Engine. 





The accompanying engraving furnishes a per- 
spective illustration of a beating engine which 
is now, for the first time, put upon the Ameri- 
can market. 

The main purpose of the construction of this 
engine is to enable manufacturers whose mills 
are limited as to engine capacity to increase 
their output without going to the expense of 
extending their buildings, or taking up addi- 
tional floor space for that purpose. It is there- 
fore an improvement in system designed to in- 
crease results by an economical administration 
of power and capacity. 

In this engine the ‘‘ mid-feather” is dispensed 
with, and the pulp, instead of traveling around 
the mid-feather to the front of the roll, passes 
from one end of the engine to the other by a 
longitudinal and direct passage beneath the 
backfall and other operating parts, so that in 
its delivery from the back of the roll and in its 
movement through the passage mentioned it is 
directed as through an inverted siphon, and is 
pressed through the passage to the front of the 
roll by its superincumbent weight at the end of 
the backfall. This form of construction is said 
to insure more equal treatment of the pulp by 
the roll, although the pulp may be furnished 
thicker than can be done in the ordinary engine. 

The roll has the usual cutting surface, as has 
also the bed-plate, the distance between these 
parts being regulated, as usual, by vertical ad- 
justment. The form of the backfall is similar 
to that of ordinary engines, but, as remarked, 
the pulp passing between the roll and bed 
plate—which are elevated to admit of the pas- 
sage of the pulp—fiows over the backfall, going 
under and to the front of the roll. The relative 
position of the washing cylinder is shown at the 
left of the cut, and a hood is also provided to 
prevent the pulp from being thrown out. 

The novelty of this construction is in the 
form of the tub. The fittings may all be of the 
ordinary kind, and no additional parts, fixed or 
movable, are required. The roll bars and bed- 
plates are longer than those of an ordinary en- 
gine of equal capacity, and more and better 
work in less time is said to be insured by this 
form of construction. 

This engine is known as Umpherston’s patent 
beating engine, and it has been adopted in 
many of the mills in the United Kingdom and on 
the Continent. The old and well-known firm of 
J. Morton Poole & Co., Wilmington, Del., has 
secured the right to build this engine in the 
United States, and is now prepared to supply 
it of capacity from 56 to 280 cubic feet or from 
2 cwt. to 10 cwt. of paper, which may be made 
from each furnishing. 

The first engine of this kind made was pro- 
portioned to be of equal capacity to an ordinary 
3 cwt. engine which measured 13 feet by 63¢ feet 
inside, whereas the new engine only measures 
11 feet by 33 feet inside, the depth being 
greater. lt was first started in December, 1880, 
and is said to have proved to be such a decided 
success that within a month afterward five 
more of the same were ordered. 
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Paper-Mill Cadgers. 


A paper-trade ‘‘cadger” is, in our opinion, 
any man who pretends to know something of 
the paper trade, and attempts to extort money 
from paper makers by offering them his ex- 
periences. There are lots of these fellows about 
in every business, and a capital thing they will, 
for a time, manage to scrape. They are too 
contemptible a class to prosecute, hence there 
is never anything heard of them. 

The paper trade has been‘often, and indeed is 
now, pestered by the attentions of cadgers, and 
we cannot help thinking a few instances of *‘ sad 
experiences ” will prove at any rate of some en- 
tertainment during the present lamentable state 
of trade. We, therefore, give some instances, 
several of which have come immediately within 
our own personal experience of the mill. We 
shall be very pleased to hear from any paper 
maker of similar cadgers ; for publicity is the 
sure stop to the proceedings, and the best possi- 
ble safeguard for paper makers. 

The first ‘‘cadger” we have to introduce is a 
Russian. His great point is how to make splen- 
did paper out of leather scraps. This Russian 
first appeared on the scene some twelve years 
ago and was greatly befriended by a London 
firm of stationers, to whom he had explained 
his process, The leather cuttings and shavings, 
he represented, could be obtained for “‘ simply 
nothing,” and he forthwith produced a sample 
of his raw material. The Russian further 
showed samples of paper which were made ex- 
clusively of the leather rubbish, which was al- 








ways shot away, and would be gladly given to 
anybody who would take it, paying its cartage 
or carriage. 

The London house, thinking perhaps that 
there might be something in this proposal, and 
seeing samples andall thatsortof thiug, made 
arrangements with a firm of paper makers (one 
of whom supplied us with the whole of these 
details) to allow their friend, the Russian, an 
opportunity to test his process. No objection 
at all was made, provided the experiment took 
place at night. Accordingly, arrangements 
were settled; the rag engines were duly emptied 
and cleaned out ; the stuff of the mill was 
packed in bins until morning, and the Russian 
was handed over possession of the mill every 
evening. 

The engine was then filled with leather cut- 
tings, chips and pieces of all kinds and colors 
and set going, under the care of the engineer, 
who, as is usnal under the circumstances, took 
very little interest in or notice of the proceed- 
ings, they not being strictly in his special line. 
By-and-bye the Russian dispatched him for 
some beer, he feeling thirsty—a condition of 
things not to be put up with for a moment, and 
the only part of the experiment really of any in- 
terest to the engineer whatever. 

When the beer came, 
good drinks were in- 
dulged in, and, of 
course, the engineer 
began to feel more in- 
terested, and thought 
the stuff in the engine 
looked better. Aftera 
time he ventured to 
suggest that, they be- 
ing down-trodden in- 
dividuals, the English 
law shut up public 
houses at a certain 
hour, and that if any 
further quantity of ale 
were required, his Rus- 
sian honor ought to 
dispatch him for it at 
once. Accordingly, he 
went again, and after 
another preliminary 
drink thought the stuff 
looked still better than 
ever. It was let down and {run into paper. 
Early in the morning, about 5 a. M.,° our 
friend, the owner of the mill, came in and asked 
how things were going along, and took a gen- 
eral view round. He fancied there was a smaller 
amount of stuff in his boxes, somehow, and in- 
quired of the Russian whether he had not been 
using any. Thegreat inventor of leather paper 
smiled at such a thing, and looked at the paper 
maker with the same kind of glance an after- 
dinner man looks at a beggar, and assured him 
that such a thing was impossible. But the pa- 
per maker was not satisfied. 

That night, more leather chips were beaten, 
and then the air grew oppressive. Beer was 
wanted and the engine-men walked off. At the 
same time the paper maker stole round outside 
the shed and climbed up a fence side until he could 
look through a small window. He saw the Rus- 
sian very busy indeed. He had his coat off, and 
was filling up the engine with stuff from the 
mill-stuff boxes. The paper maker watched 
him clear some off about half the boxes, when 
he descended and walked into the beating-room 
noiselessly and caught the Russian in the act! 
The latter informed the paper maker that “it 
was notings,” and explained that a little bit of 
something was all that was required to steady 
the engine a little, the engineer being away. 

But our friend was now thoroughly convinced. 
In a few days the London stationers, who had 
received the samples, came down to see some 
paper made, and immediately before commenc- 
ing the paper-maker warned his visitors and 
told them what he had seen himself. The en- 
gines were filled and were set going and every- 
thing became busy. 

** There is nothing like leather,” and the sta- 
tioners stayed to prove it. The Russian tried 
his best to draw their attention aside, but to no 
purpose. The beating was done, the stuff sent 
down to the machine. [t got no further for 
some time, but at last a sheet of something was 
made, the quality of which settled the Russian 
and his schemes. The London stationers told 
the paper maker afterward that this Russian 
vagabond had, at their request, drawn up com- 
plete specifications for a mill and plant specially 
for making paper out of leather scrapings. 
They bad fortunately made up their minds to 
see an experiment first, which was a wise and 
indeed a saving resolution.—Paper Making.

Inventors and the Public.

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The advantages arising to the community, 
even when the terra is used in its widest mean- 
ing as including the denizens of all civilized 
countries, from successful inventions is not de- 
nied by the most hardened sinner or the most 
reckless casuist, against the rights of property 
in ideas ; nor can any one indicate any method 
of inciting invention or rewarding inventors 
which will more readily secure its object than 
the granting of patents, or which will more 
assuredly avoid any undue tax upon the public. 
But it is frequently urged that ‘*‘ patents” are 
granted for “frivolous” inventions, and that 
in some unexplained manner community is tor- 
mented thereby. As the assertion has a kind of 
plausibility, it may be, to the unthinking, a few 
paragraphs may be fitly given to the delusive 
averment. Reference to a few instances de- 
rived, like those in a previous article, from 
sworn records in the Patent Office, will illus- 
trate the utility of little things, and the further 
fact that the aggregate of small things which 


secure the protection of patents must have no 
small share in providing business opportunities 
and employment for large numbers of people 
who otherwise would swell the ranks of sharp 
competition in worn and crowded fields of in- 
dustry. 

Some years ago the writer by chance met an 
itinerant vender of what the irreverent would 
call a “‘ rattletrap,” so slight was its structure 
and so commonplace and humble its use. It 
was designed to assist the hand in peeling 
potatoes, and its object was to insure a thinner 
peeling than is commonly obtained by the un- 
assisted fingers. It was merely a curiously 
shaped piece of wire slipped on the back of a 
common case knife to gauge the depth of the 
cut. Inquiry as to the history and introduc- 
tion of the invention revealed that this little 
thing was the subject of no less than three 
patents, which left only a narrow margin for 
invention in each one. But that apparently 
trifling device gave employment to twenty men 
in different parts of the country. That little 
crooked wire took this number of men away 
from the sharp competition of labor; by so 
much it prevented the reduction of wages, and, 
in addition to this, it made an actual saving 
and cheapening of food, which, though slight in 
each instance, was large in the aggregate, for 
it not only peeled the potato quicker than by an 
ordinary knife, as befo re remarked, but it took 
a thinner peeling and made less waste. It is 
true that this was a little thing by itself, but 
when it is considered that thousands of such 
small devices are patented, it is manifest that 
the aggregate result may be very great and 
constitute a positive benefit to the community. 

Nearly twenty years ago, the writer prepared 
the specification for a ventilated shade for the 
eyes. The novel feature was merely an open- 
ing so arranged that air could pass upward 
near the forehead instead of being confined as 
‘dead air” under the shade. Other business 
occupied the attention of the inventor and the 
patent lay unworked and unappreciated for 
years. At last a reverse of fortune cast the 
patentee upon his own unaided efforts for sub- 
sistence, and the sale of the ventilated eye-shade 
made him independent of the assistance of 
others, enabled him to maintain his self-respect 
and gave cheerfulness and content under what 
otherwise would have been conditions of un- 
usual hardship. Long ago—the patent has by 
this,time expired—the writer prepared the pa- 
pers for the inventor who had contrived an ar- 
rangement of studs on the inner end of a cast. 
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iron sap-spill, sc that the spill would hold better 
in the bore formed for the outflow of sap from 
the sides of the sugar maple. The patent was 
issued and from that day to this every spring- 
time was seen the wide-spread advertisement of 
the business built up on this little thing. It 
saved, in a measure, the mutilation of the 
maples and secured them a longer lease of sugar- 
bearing life. It saved labor, and it prevented a 
waste of the saccharine sap. Trace the results 
of even the least important device that comes 
into use at all, and its benefits conferred upon 
the world will be apparent. If it does not come 
into use at all, no one can be harmed by the issue 
of a patent to its originator. If it is useful to the 
public the latter should be willing to pay the 
originator for its use, and there is no way in 
which this can be done with so fair a chance of 
justice as by a wise and judicious system of pat- 


ent laws.

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Automatic Felt Guide. 





This is an improvement in that class of de- 
vices whereby the felts of paper machines will 
be automatically corrected when tending to run 
sidewise or out of line in consequence of the ten- 
sion of the web vary- 
ing by (the stretching 
of some parts more 
than others. | 

One of the rolls over 
which the felt passes 
with sufficient pressure 
to cause the roll to re- 
volve is mounted in 
bearings carried on a 
plate that is fitted on a 
pivot, under the centre 
of the roll, on which 
the roll may swing 
horizontally and above 
the roll is a rod, hav- 
ing cones fitted on it 
near each end, and 
resting at their larger 
ends on the roll, while 
the ends of the rods ex- 
tend into the slots of 
the bearing-supports of 
the roll, to hold the 
rod in its position on the roll. The cones are 
adjustable along the rod by nuts to set them 
as may be required for wide or narrow felts. 
If the felt runs crooked, and thus shifts to 
one side or the other, the edge will, by run- 
ning into the gradually-diminishing space be- 
tween the cone and the roll, be caused to 
draw harder on the roll that side of the centre 
by drawing under the cone, which will turn the 
roll-supports on the pivot, and so incline the 
roll that it will guide the felt back to its true 
course, and thus the edges of the felt will be 
prevented from running against any object 
that will damage them, and by forcing of the 
felt back to its true course by a roll moved by 
hand-screws, and the running of the edges of 
the feltover to and against the frame will be 
avoided. 

The bar or pivoted plate is provided with 
carrying-rollers to take the weight off the cen- 
tre bearing, and also to support the bar near the 
ends, to prevent it from springing, and near the 
end the bar has stop-chains attached, which are 
connected to the platform suitably for limiting 
the swing of the roll beyond the necessary 
limit. 

The centre bearing for the support of the bar 
consists of a base-plate of metal, having a couple 
of annular flanges near the centre on the upper 
side, with which similar flanges of the under 
side of another plate fit, the base-plate being at- 
tached to a board mounted on the base of the 
machine. 

This automatic guide is said to work equally 
well on a ‘‘ second-press”’ felt, on a dryer-felt, 
or Fourdrinier wire, as on a first-press or web 
felt, and to effectually protect them from all 
damage, such as they are subject to in the use 
of fixed or any other guides that allow the edges 
to run against the frame.

Water-marking Weights of Paper. 





In the manufacture of paper to serve the va- 
rious uses and purposes to which it is to be ap- 
plied the principal characteristic other than 
quality is that of thickness ; and this is gener- 
ally designated to dealers and users by specify- 
ing the paper as of a certain weight per ream, 
the sheets composing the same being of a cer- 
tain well-understood superficial area, and the 
number of sheets in a ream being fixed by long 
custom. It is a matter of importance in the 
trade and in the use of paper by consumers to 
have some arbitrary scale whereby the differ- 
ent thicknesses of the paper may be described, 
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both to facilitate the giving ard filling of or- 
ders, to prevent errors and confusion therein, 
and to insure accuracy and uniformity in the 
material used for books, newspapers, &c., and 
various means of securing this result have been 
devised. Hitherto it has been necessary either 
to compare the sheets with a set of samples 
provided by the manufacturer, or to refer to 
the marks or labels placed by the manufacturer 
upon the envelopes of the packages as sent out 
from the paper-mill. 

It is designed by means of the water-mark to 
provide an efficient and convenient means for 
giving information to the dealer and to the user, 
whereby they are enabled to know the weight 
given by the manufacturer to every sheet of 
paper handled by them, and to obtain a further 
supply of the same weight when required, with- 
out liability to error. 

By this method every sheet has a designating 
water-mark, which indicates the weight of the 
paper per ream of a certain size. Thus a sheet 
bearing a water-mark of a certain number gives 
the information that a ream of such sheets of a 
certain superficial area will weigh so many 
pounds ; or any arbitrary device or mark may 
be used and its meaning interpreted in a prede- 
termined manner. This device is not limited 
to the simple use of numbers or to any certain 
kind of mark, but it comprises any system or set 
of marks whereby a water-mark in a sheet of 
paper is made to indicate its thickness or weight. 

The advantages of this are great. It is not 
necessary to resort to a sample and compare the 
paper it is desired to order therewith, but every 
sheet carries its number, so that no errors can 
arise, as is}the case frequently when samples 


ences between them. All of the transactions 
connected with the purchase, sale, and use of 
the paper are thus greatly facilitated. Be- 
sides this, every sheet bears the guaranty of the 
makers that it is of the thickness designated, and 
that an order for the particular kind of paper 
thus marked will be filled without error. 

The designating-mark for the weights as above 
described may, of course, be used in connection 
with or in addition to the ordinary mark or 
marks which designate the grade or quality of 
the paper. 


An Old Paper-Trade Work. 


An English contemporary (Paper Making) 
says: 

We have received from a Lancashire friend a 
copy of a peculiar old work by R. Johnson, 
stationer. It is called ‘‘The Paper Maker and 
Stationer’s Assistant,” and contains chapters 
upon (1) The average weight of paper ; (2) The 
quantity of reams ina day’s work ; (8) The di- 
mensions ; (4) The old duty ; (5) The advance 
duty ; (6) The whole duty as altered by the late 
actof Parliament. To these are added tables 
showing the duty on paper, from }¢d. to 2}¢d., 
ready cast up from 1 Ib. weight to 1,000 Ibs. 

In this interesting old book there is a great 
deal to interest a reader. Firstly, we find 
a short “History of Paper.” From this we 
gather that cotton paper was in use in the 
year 1000, while paper was made of linen rags 
in 1417. Scarcely any but brown paper was 
made in this country until 1600, when 
white paper was first made in England. Sizing 
in the engine was invented by a chemist who 
lived near Temple Bar, and was first used at Mr. 
Fairchild’s Mills, Wickham. Blue paper was, it 
seems, the thought of Mrs. Buckinshaw, the 
wife of a paper maker at West Peckham, in 
1746, and for which the lady benefited to the 
extent of a ‘‘red cloak,” bought specially. 
The first blue paper was an ordinary double 
crown, and produced 4s. per bundle clear profit. 

The export duties in 1794 were: printed books, 
bound and unbound, provided the paper con- 
tained the water-mark of 1794, 2d. per lb. The 
same tax was upon all account books, ruled and 
plain, for export. 

The import duties were: 10d. per lb. on the 
first class, 4d. per lb. on the second class, and 
2d. per lb. on third class papers ; on paper hang- 
ings, 6d. per lb.; and 20s, per cwt. on paste- 
board, &c.; on books, 28s. 4d. per cwt. 

The home duties were 2}¢d. per lb. upon all 
paper used for writing, drawing and printing 
cartridges and elephants, 1d. per lb. on colored 
and whited browns, and 44d. per lb. on wrap- 
ping papers. Pasteboard, millboard, &c., 10s. 6d. 
per cwt, 

In speaking of the rag duty the writer re- 
marks: ‘If I lay out £100 for rags at 344d. per 
Ib, fit to make double demy or printing paper,” 
&c., &c. This seems funny! In these days 





double demy or printing paper can be had com- 
plete for something less than 3}¢d. 

The book winds up with a list of ‘‘ Paper- 
makers’ Holidays.” 


A note at the foot of the 
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page remarks that ‘the over, or sheets made by 
the odd felts in the year, pay the maker for the 
holidays.” At Christmas there were six days, 
Easter two days and a half, and the same at 
Whitsuntide. Then follows a list of half-holi- 
days, commencing with ‘“‘ Ash Wednesday and 
Good Friday, the Conversion of St. Paul, Puri- 
fication of the Virgin Mary,” &c., &c., in all 
twenty-five days—a very fair allowance. 

The little book is printed upon a wove paper, 
is bound in a red cover, the front page of which 
contains an illustration of the vat and molds- 
man, and was sold by Bladon & Symonds,

Boston Notes.

Eastern Orrice or Lockwoop Press, 
250 Devonshire Street, 
Boston, April 30, 1884. 


Entering the private office of Train, Smith & 
Co., the Colonel was observed quietly reclining 
in his easy-chair by the window, intently gaz- 
ing at the new awnings just being put in position 
to protect the weary clerks from the coming 
summer heat. He seemed to be counting the 
blue stripes in the material, or else wondering 
how much they would bring as old rags, and if 
the market would improve any by the time 
they were junk. I hated much to disturb bim, 
but ventured to remark : *‘ Good day, Colonel; 
how is trade, and what is the state of the mar- 
ket?” 

‘*Trade!” said the Colonel, ‘‘do you hear 
anybody talking about trade? There is no 
trade, and the market is shut up.” 

‘*Imports of rags and paper-stock,” I mildly 
suggested, ‘‘are very light for the past week.” 

‘* Yes, and they will continue to grow lighter 
if things don’t brighten up a little shortly.” 

‘* Anything new, Colonel ?” 

** Not a thing.” 

**Good day, Colonel.” 

**Good day.” And I left, wondering whom I 
would interview next. 

Well, I dropped in on a paper maker and 
fuund he had company. Another paper maker 
was with him discussing the situation. Think- 
ing that ‘‘ words of wisdom” could be gathered 
from this party I opened with my stereotyped 
salutation, ‘‘ How is trade ?” 

** Business,” said one, ‘is dull ; I’m making 
lots of paper, but prices are away down, and I 
don’t believe that paper has reached bottom 
yet.” 

**What?” replied the other, as a smile o’er- 
spread his face, ‘‘not reached bottom, yet! 
Well, it may be that you ain’t as well fixed as I 
am, but I’m making a kind of paper that goes 
right to the bottom, every time.” 

Advices just received from the other side state 
that bleaching powders command £8 ; market 
very firm and very few sellers. The demand 
here still continues light, and jobbers are hold- 
ing bleach at 1.95c. to 2c. The imports for the 
past week were only 252 casks. Soda ash is 
quiet, selling from dock for 1.50c. Sal soda is 
quoted at 1.15c.ex ship. Imports for the past 
week : 352 casks soda ash, 200 drum caustic 
soda, 306 barrels soda crystals. 

Imports of paper stock for the past week : 
2,807 bales, 80 packages rags, 471 bales, 656 
packages paper stock, 104 bales paper waste. 

In the summer of 1882 the Standard Paper 
Bag Company began the manufacture of paper 
bags, being located at Nos. 46 Federal] and 147 
Congress streets. The product of its factory 
was known to the trade as the ‘‘ Standard 
challenge machine-made satchel-bottom paper 
bag,” and a very extensive business has been 
developed, when its operations were suddenly 
stopped in December last by fire, which entire- 
ly destroyed its stock on hand, together with 
the machinery by Which the bags were made. 
The loss to the company ran up into the thou- 
sands, but its patent bags had been too well re- 
ceived by the trade and the business has as- 
sumed such extensive proportions that the 
company determined to resume operations as 
soon as possible. Butin making another start 
it was decided that more capacious quarters 
must be secured, and for a time it was uncer- 
tain just where the company would be able to 
locate. The owner of the burnt building con- 
cluded to immediately put it into repair, and as 
the several other occupants had found business 
quarters elsewhere, the Standard Paper Bag 
Company were able to secure the whole 
building from basement to roof, and this would 
give five very large floors for carrying on its 
business. The company therefore decided to 
reoccupy its former quarters. 

To replace the machinery was a matter of no 
small concern, as every part of it was designed 
especially for the manufacture of this particu- 
lar kind of bag, and new machinery had to be 
built from the original models. This took time; 
but now, after a lapse of only four months, every- 
thing is again in good running order, and the 
facilities of the company are increased three- 
fold. 

ln company with Chas. M. Crofoot, the genial 
representative of the Standard Paper Bag Com- 
pany, I was permitted to look over the entire 
buildingand to examine into the process of bag 
making, and to note the many stages through 
which they pass before reaching the channels of 
commerce, 

By elevator the top floor was quickly reached, 
where a dozen machines running at high speed 
were turning out bags by the thousands, while 
fifty girls or more were gathering them up and 
arranging them in small packages. 

By an ingenious mechanical contrivance the 
satchel-bottom of the bag is formed, pasted and 
pressed, when it leaves the machine completed, 
passing iuto an endless belt, which carries the 
bag against a steam dryer, and after several 
revolutions around the dryer the bag drops into 
abox. An automatic register tallies each bag 
as it leaves the machine, and when fifty are 
madea gong strikes and the attendant knows 
that fifty bags are completed and deposited in 
the box from which they are immediately re- 
moved, 

The bags are then passed to the next workman 
who quickly evens them up, and carefully ex- 
amines the seams and bottoms of the bags, dis- 
carding such as may be imperfect. Another 
now takes the bunches of fifty tying two bunches 
together, into packages of a hundred. The 
bags are now placed on racks which stand 
ready upon cars and are taken to drying rooms 
on the floor below. 

Twelve machines are now in position making 


bags of all sizes from { toa 35-pound bag. Of 
the smaller bags 300 per minute are made, or 
180,000 a day. On the largest machine only 
50,000 of the 35-pound bags are turned out per 
day. The total capacity of the factory is a 
million bags a day and the company claims to 
have orders enough now on hand to take the 
entire product of the next sixty days. The 
consumption of paste every day is over three 
barrels. 

On the floor below are two large drying 
rooms, into which the bags are stacked to 
thoroughly dry, they being allowed to remain 
in these rooms (heated to 150°) for forty-eight 
hours. On this floor are located, also, two 
powerful presses for packing the bags into large 
bales for shipment. Five hundred bags are first 
pressed into a small bundle, and these bundles 
are baled up into a convenient shipping bale, 
the bales being of about the same size but con- 
taining all the way from one to sixteen thou- 
sand, according to the size of the bag. To pro- 
tect the contents in transportation the bales are 
wrapped with heavy, stout, rope manilla paper. 

The next lower floor is used for storing the 
rolls of paper as received from the mills. Here 
the paper is weighed and tested, and only such 
as stands the highest test is made up into bags. 
The paper used is of the very best grace of 
manilla, being manufactured expressly for this 
company. It comes in rolls of certain pre- 
scribed widths, so that no waste of material is 
suffered. Leaving this room a stairway leads 
to the second story. 

Here the company has located along the Fed- 
eral street side three convenient offices, one for 
the use of the president and directors, one for 
the general manager and another for the gen- 
eral office business of clerks. Every modern 
convenience for the quick dispatch of business 
or for the comfort of those engaged is found 
here. Every floor is even connected with the 
office by telephone. The broad expanse of floor 
space which these offices overlook is for the 
salesroom and for storing bags, though it will 
be some days before any are stored here, owing 
to the numerous orders to be filled. 

In the basement are located the engine and 
boiler, which furnish the power for running 
the machinery. A large Exeter blower heats 
the entire building—offices, drying-room and all, 

No expense has been spared to make each de- 
partment of this model factory complete in its 
every detail; the effort of the Standard Paper 
Bag Company being to make it the best equipped 
bag manufactory in the country.

Holyoke Notes. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





Hotyo«e, Mass., May 1, 1884. 

I have no change to report in the paper busi- 
ness this week. I suppose we do not feel the 
fluctuations here as much as you do in the great 
city and the other centres of the jobbing trade. 
The rag dealers still complain that it is dull in 
Holyoke, but I begin to think they are satisfied 
only when we have a boom, for with the mills 
all running to their fullest capacity, there must 
be a steady demand for stock. As paper con- 
tinues very low, so low indeed that the manu- 
facturers must needs wait for an inventory and 
settlement of their books before knowing 
whether they are making any profit or not, 
there is not much chance to raise the price of 
rags, and now that spring has opened and they 
can be collected throughout the great North- 
west there will probably be no change in prices 
this season. 

It is interesting to note how the fine paper 
product in this Western Massachusetts district 
bas increased during ten years without any in- 
crease in the number of mills. In 1874 the 
Whiting Paper Company had a capacity of ten 
tons, Parsons’ six, Holyoke six, Massasoit two 
and a balf, Riverside two anda half, Valley two, 
Beebe & Holbrook two, Union two, making a 
total of twenty-seven tons for Holyoke. Now 
these same mills, by enlargements and improved 
machinery and methods, can make sixty-one 
tons a day, as follows : Whiting (with one more 
mill outside of the city) twenty tons, Parsons’ 
ten, Holyoke eight, Massasoit four, Riverside 
five, Valley six, Beebe & Holbrook four and 
Union four. The mills outside of the city have 
also increased their capacity, but not in the 
same proportion, many of them being old and 
conservative concerns, satisfied to “let well 
enough alone.” 

8S. R. Wagg, a former superintendent of the 
Wauregan Paper Mill, now has charge of the 
Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Company’s mill on 
Lake George, and the Holyoke architects, D. 
H. and A. B. Tower, have just finished plans for 
a new mill for the same concern. The company 
now makes ten tons daily of chemical wood 
pulp, and with the new mill will turn out six 
tons of book and news paper. 

The Water-Power Company has begun ex- 
tending the third-level canal northward from 
Cabot street and will probably carry it to Ap- 
pleton street, a distance of about 900 feet. The 
second level ends now at the Winona Paper Mill, 
and eventually this will connect with the third 
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TRADE 
level by means of an overflow. It will take 
about 3,500 feet of new canal. 

Charles F. Taylor, one of the inventors of the 
new rag-cutting machine, has bought out the 
Holyoke branch of the C. C. Taylor & Co.’s box 
business and moved the concern to one of the 
Water-Power Cempany’s buildings, between 
Appleton and Cabot streets. The paper mills 
are using more paper boxes than ever, and 
there is every prospect that Mr. Taylor’s manu- 
factory will do a good business. 

Henry Duckhout, of the Whitmore Manufac- 
turing Company’s works was taken by surprise 
the other evening by a large party of friends, 
who presented him with a fine easy chair. 

J. F. Hitchcock, lately in charge of the Hol- 
yoke Envelope Company’s papeterie business, 
has connected himself with the new department 
of the Whiting Paper Company’s establishment, 
and as soon as the lineof goods is complete and 
the department thoroughly organized he will 
callon his numerous friends in all of the chief 
centres of trade. 

South Hadley Falls people want to be annexed 
to Holyoke. This would give this city two more 
good fine paper mills and 3,500 more popula- 
tion. 

C. H. Heywood, treasurer of the Holyoke Pa- 
per Company, is building a fine residence on his 
Northampton street property. He has lived in 
the old house on the place since he bought it, 
and finds his health improving. 

Mayor Delaney, of this city, was chosen by 
the State Democratic Convention yesterday a 
delegate to the National Convention. 

The Holyoke Glazed Paper Company has be- 
gun work on its new factory at Brightwood. 

H. T. Atherton, of this city, who is connected 
with a New York paper-stock house, was mar- 
ried at Turner’s Falls the other day to Anna H. 
Muzzey, a niece of president John Keith, of the 
Keith Paper Company. Mr. Atherton is a 
nephew of ex-Governor A. H. Rice, of Boston, 
another paper maker. H.

Ir is with great regret that we announce 
in this issue the death of William C. Dun- 
ton, in whom the trade loses one of its 
most valued and honorable members. Mr. | 
Dunton’s position will not readily be filled. 
To the younger men he presented an ex- 
ample of honorable and gentle living, com- 
bined with excellent business character- 
istics, and we cannot proffer better advice 
to the growing generation in the paper 
trade than that they should emulate his 
virtues and ability. 

AT the recent meeting of South German 
paper makers and wood pulp manufac- 
turers, held at Ulm, it was stated that a 
new substitute for chloride of lime had 
been invented in Belgium, and that it re- 
duces the cost of bleaching considerably. 
Members present gave it as their opinion 
that efforts should be made to stimulate 
and aid the multiplication of factories for 
the production of sulphate of alumina, so 
as to counteract the present monopoly and 
bring down the high prices now prevailing. 
Dr. Muller remarked that paper makers in 
Germany and elsewhere usually consume 
proportionately too much sulphate of alu- 
mina, and that for two years past he had 
used only 600 grams of it to every kilogram 
of rosin. The next meeting is to come off 
at Stuttgart next fall. We cite these tech- 
nical considerations to instance how com- 
pletely the German paper makers take up 
and discuss subjects which, pertaining to 





the manufacture of paper, are of fmport- 
ance and value in the economy of the mills. 
Too little attention is paid to technical de- 
tails in the public discussions of the trade. 
We have suggested this frequently, and

To the Editor of The Journal: 

Your correspondent, ‘‘Thos. Roundhead,” 
feels like the good man who came home at e’en: 
Muckle had he ridden, and muckle had he seen, 
but rolls in a suction-box, he never saw nane. 
He evidently imagines a roll at each side of the 
box, to take the friction off the box. He is 
right, that would not work, but ‘“‘ Rambler” 
may be right, too—as I and many others have 
tended machine in New Jersey, where the suc- 
tion-box was brass, and more than two, or three 
brass rolls in each box; the rolls did not run the 
whole length of the box inside, but a little more 
than half bearing on the sliding ends at each 
end, and nicely contrived, so that the ends of 
the rolls inside passed each other—we worked 
the slowest kind of wet hemp stuff. I never 
saw better working suction boxes.

Late Thursday night of last week a fire oc- 
curred in the five-story brick and stone build- 
ing at No. 36 Church street, New York. John 
J. Ghegan, a dealer in school-books and station- 
ery, was located on the second floor. The three 
upper floors were devoted to the manufacture 
of mirrors, picture frames and moldings by 
Hollenbach & Dieffenbach. In this factory was 
stored a large stock of wood, acids, paints and 
other combustibles. The stock of Hollenbach 
& Dieffenbach was large and valuable, and but 
little, if any of it, escaped destruction, They 
estimate their loss at not more than $6,000 ; in- 
sured for $4,500. The loss of John Ghegan is 
$1,500 ; insured for $2,500. 

A destructive fire occurred at No. 16 Spruce 
street on Sunday night last. It broke out in the

rear of the fourth floor occupied by the printing 


offices of Reilly & Son, printers of Forest and 
Stream and Rod and Gun. They also occupied 
the top floor. The building has five stories, and 
is on the south side of the street, running half 
way through to Beekman street. The rear of 
the two top floors was burning fiercely before 
the fire showed itself in the front. The two up- 
per floors were entirely gutted, and the roof fell 
in. The water tower in front and a dozen streams 
from adjoining buildings kept the fire from 
spreading to the lower floors, but they were 
thoroughly soaked with water. Lines of hose 
were run up through the double building, Nos. 
12 and 14, and considerable damage was done 
there by water. It was occupied on the ground 
floor by C. Potter, Jr., & Co., printing presses, 
and on the upper floors by James Reilly, printer. 
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Printers were working all day tor Reilly & Son, 
in No, 16. It is conjectured that some one laid 
a lighted pipe aside carlessly. The building is 
owned by the Arthur estate, and is damaged 
about $7,000. The loss of Reilly & Sdn is total, 
and is probably $10,000. The damage by water 
to the lower floors is about $5,000, and in Nos. 12 
and 14, $2,000—a total damage of about $24,000. 
In the two cellars of No. 16 a quantity of 
paper belonging to Charles Hubbs, of No. 36 
Beekman street, was stored. The cellar is filled 
with water and the paper nearly a total loss. 
The damage is $7.000. The building is the prop- 
erty of James H. Weller, of Yonkers. It isdam- 
aged $10,000. In the cellars of Nos. 30 and 32 
Beekman street, paper belonging to Clement & 
Stockwell at No. 30, and like stock belonging to 
Miller & Flynn at No. 32, was considerably dam- 
aged. Insurance covers all losses.

Wi.uiam C. Dunton. 

William C. Dunton, of the firm of Dunton, 
Bulkley & Co., died suddenly on Thursday 
morning, May 1. His death was entirely unex- 
pected, being due to apoplexy. He was sitting 
at his desk in the firm’s office, at No. 74 John 
street, when he suddenly threw himself back 
in his seat and called for a glassof water. This 
was given him and he was removed to a sofa, 
where he expired in a few minutes. Although 
Mr. Dunton’s death was unlooked for, he was a 
man of rather delicate constitution and had re- 
cently returned from a trip to Florida, whither 
he had gone to recuperate his health, which had 
suffered somewhat from close attention to busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Dunton was fifty-three years of age, and 
bad been connected with the trade for thirty- 
four years, A very elaborate account of his busi- 
ness career was given in THE PAPER TRADE 
JOURNAL of September 4, 1880. He was born 
at Cortlandt, N. Y., in 1830, where he received a 
common-school education. When he was nine- 
teen years old he entered the employ of Hiram 
N. & 8. W. Gookin, paper dealers, at No. 242 
Pearl street. S. W. Gookin died in 1850, and 
the other member of the firm was forced to 
give up business by ill health, and Mr. Dunton 
had to close up the firm’s affairs. In January, 
1851, he went into the employ of Bulkley & 
Brother, located at No. 110 John street, and 
was given a full interest in the firm in 1856, the 
style of the firm being Bulkley, Brother & Co. 
The firm purchased the Bancroft Mills at Mid- 
dlefield, Mass., in 1854, and built the Union 
Mill at that place in 1858. In 1859 the firm was 
burned out at No. 55 Beekman street, where it 
had been located for two years. At that time 
it generously paid the losses of customers who 
owned paper stored in its warehouse to the 
amount of $25,000, the insurance having been 
allowed to lapse. The firm was burned out 
again at the same number in 1864. After being 
awhile at Platt and Gold streets, it moved to its 
present site, No. 74 John street. After the fail- 
ure of Mr. Bulkley’s health in 1876 Mr. Dunton 
was the active business head, and the firm had 
one of the largest lines of trade in the country. 

No one ranked higher as an authority in trade 
matters than Mr. Dunton, who was often called 
upon to act as an arbitrator in the settlement 
of disputes. 

In disposition and general character Mr. Dun- 
ton was just and kind, gaining many friends 
and making few enemies. Speaking of him an 
old acquaintance said: ‘I never heard him 
speak ill of any one, nor did Lever hear any 
one speak ill of him.” 

Mr. Dunton was married in 1852 to Sarah 
Warner, of Troy, N. Y., whosurvives him. He 
had only one child, a daughter, who is the wife 
of Dr. George A. Dixon. Mr. Dunton was a 




















veshient of Broskign, N. Y., for thirty. years, 
during which time he was a member and trus- 
tee of the Rev. Dr. Buddington’s church. For 
the past two years he has resided at No. 815 
Madison avenue, in this city, and attended Dr. 
Hall’s church. He was a member of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Union League, Oxford 
and Brooklyn clubs, and vice-president of the 
Homeopathic Life Insurance Company, of this 
city. He was also a director of the Keith, 
Montague, Winnipiseogee and Russell Paper 
companies. 

Politically he was a strong Republican, al- 
though he took no active part in politics. He 
was very prosperous in his business and gaver 
largely to charitable objects, but in a quiet way, 
always seeking to avoid notoriety. 

The funeral will take place at his residence, 
No. 815 Madison avenue, at 2:30 Pp. M., on Sun- 
day. The interment will be at Troy.

Market Review.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket continues to show a@ hardening tendency, 
call loans on stocks being 2@3 per cent. 

The stock market has been in a feverish and 
unsettled condition. Near the close the market 
became strong, and a general rally set in. 
Subseqnently, however, the market was irregu- 
lar and weakened under the continued sales of 
long stock, and at the close the feeling was one 
of uncertainty, with little strength to the mar- 
ket, every spell of firmness being broken by the 
renewed unloading of large holders. 

Government bonds were weaker for the 4s 
and 3s. Railroad bonds were active and irregu- 
lar, but generally higher. 

The market for sterling was slightly weaker, 
owing to dullness; the supply of commercial 
bills not having increased. Rates, however, 
were generally reduced, which, combined with 
the increasing firmness in the local money mar- 
ket, leaves little or no profit in gold shipments. 
We quote :

THE PAPER TRADE.—Trade has scarcely 
developed any new feature, its general condi- 
tion remaining much the same as noted in some 
detail in our last issue. Early in the week there 
was some falling off noticed in orders from the 
city buyers, but this is no unusual thing for the 
last week of the month, particularly about the 
time when a great many changes are made in 
business locations, as buyers do not wish to han- 
dle any more goods than necessary to tide them 
over the period of transition or to increase their 
running monthly accounts just on the eve of a 
settlement! The present course of prices is 
fairly steady, and although the majority of 
those who give expression to their views of 
prices in the near future, or during the coming 
summer months, favor the belief that prices 
have touched bottom, the number who think 
that prices will reach a still lower level is large 
and augmenting. They argue that, notwith- 
standing the rapid growth of the country, the 
production is so large that it is impossible for us 
to consume it all, and that nothing short of les- 
sening the production will sustain the market 
against a decline. The competition is so keen 
and the condition of the market is such that we 
hear of transactions occasionally talked of at 
prices, which, if they do not entail actual loss 
to the manufacturer, at least leave him no pos- 
sible profit. 


JUTE BUTTS.—tThere has been a moderate 
jobbing business done with the sales at full pre- 
vious figures. We find no quotable change in 
prices since last week, although the feeling is a 
little firmer. Sales are reported of 1,000 bales 
paper quality on the spot in lots at 2 5-16c. cash. 
Bagging quality is quoted at 244@2%c., with a 
fair amount of business doing at these quota- 
tions. Nothing bas been reported in futures. 
The arrivals here during the week include the 
Oakland with 5,500 bales, the ldomene with 100 
bales, the Woodburn with 2,579 bales and the 
St. Ronans brought 505 bales from London, 
making the total receipts here for the week 8,684 
bales. 


WOOD PULP— The offerings of Ground 
Wood Pulp continue quite large, the market ir- 
regular, and prices somewhat nominal for ordi- 
nary grades of Spruce, which are generally 
quoted at 2c., but the best makes are in rather 
better shape, quoting at 2}<@2/c., according to 
distance of carriage, quantity and manufac- 
turer. Popular appears to have very little sale, 
and quotations are almost entirely nominal, the 
general range being 154 @1%<c. 

WOOD FIBRE. — Chemical Fibre continues 
in moderately fair request, with prices easy, but 
the high cost of chemicals prevents any weaken- 
ing in the price, this being the only sustaining 
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feature in the market as the efiwiage are gain- 
ing on the consumption, and the demand will be 
still lighter when the season is further advanced. 

Bleached is still quoted at 4%@4c. and un- 
bleached at 314 @3%ce. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
The condition of the trade has developed notb- 
ing of a new or interesting character during 
the past week, general dullness being still the 
conspicuous feature of the market. Manufac- 
turers and other buyers have a decided advan- 
tage, and show indifference to offerings, and 
are only attracted by special or desirable par- 
cels to meet existing wants. The general run 
of prices of the standard and most salable 
grades are held about the same as have been re- 
cently quoted, and as an index to these we name 
Extra Fine Blue Linens at 3ic.; the same 
quality of Cottons at 2.70@2.75c.; London Sec- 
onds, 244@2%c., and London Thirds, 1 5-16@ 
17-16c. Waste Papers go into the hands of 
consumers in a very slow and indifferent sort of 
way, and most of the offers leave little or no 
margin of profit to the importer. Prices have 
not varied within the week to an extent worth 
mentioning ; but if the importation keeps up to 
the present proportions very much longer, its 
effect will be reflected by an easing off from 
present quotations. The imports for the month 
just closed have been comparatively full, but it 
is asserted that the proportion going into ware- 
house in April was larger tban for the month 
previous. The arrivals during the past week 
aggregate 6,319 bales and bags, embracing 2,504 
bales Rags, 790 bales Old Papers, —— bales 
Wood Pulp, and 3,025 bales Manillas. 


DOMESTIC RAGS. — The supply is being 
augmented almost daily by arrivals from the 
West and South, and the collectors nearer at 
home. The demand from manufacturers, small 
as it has been for some time past, has fallen off 
a little within the past fortnight, but most of 
our city packers and dealers hold to about the 
same prices for present delivery as they have 
quoted since the decline noted some time ago, 
but for stock to be delivered during the coming 
summer months they are disposed to make con- 
cessions. We hear of an offer to supply No. 1, 
New York City White’s, during June, July and 
August, at 4\e., of a good packing too. No. 
1 White’s range from 4.35 to 41¢c., according to 
the packer, and No. 2 do. at 2.3144@2%c. Sec- 
onds are to be had anywhere from 1c. up to 
1¢e., according to the quality—in fact we know 
of some that can be bought for Ic. 


BAGGING, &c.—The market for Gunny 
Bagging, although slow to respond to the slight 
advance in Butts several weeks ago, is quoted 
firmer and prices are all of 1-16c. higher than a 
week ago. Bagging, at recent quotations, as 
compared with the prices of Jute Butts, have 
been considered relatively the cheapest, and 
while there have been no large buyers in the 
market for some time, moderate-sized sales 
have become more frequent and the market 
is slowly working into better shape. Ordinary 
brands of No. 1 Manchester is now held at 
21-16c., while 2}<c. is asked for prime and well- 
known marks, Manilla Rope is quoted at steady 
prices, although there is only a small business 
doing. No. 1 English Rope is held at 3i¢c. and 
No. 1 Domestic do. at 3 3-16@3%c. We note a 
small sale of Clean Jute Threads at 2%c., with 
Jute Rope offering at 2%4@2c. 

OLD PAPERS.—The market for Waste Pa- 
pers continues in the same weak and nominal 
condition noted for some time, and the dullness 
is becoming even more pronounced, as the de- 
mands of some manufacturers are less, while 
the supply of almost every grade is being aug- 
mented daily. Among other sales we note 15 
tons No. 1 White Shavings at 35%c., and 25 tons 
Printed Books at 2.20c.

Caustic Soda and values are a fraction higher, | 
but 60 per cent. is not wanted to any extent, | 
and the orders are only for small parcels and 
values are nominal. Sal Soda has come to hand 
in small parcels, and a fair business has been 
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transacted. Amerieen is jobbing fairly and 
quotations are about firm. English is firmer. 
Alum has sold quite freely in a jobbing way, 
and prices are steady. Sales are said to have 
been made here as follows: 500 cks.

CHINA CLAY.—For English there has been 
a fairly active demand for spot lots, which con- 
tinue very scarce, and there is more inquiry for 
the better and lower qualities, and what stocks 
are on hand is principally held in second hands, 
The supplies on the way are large and importers 
are offering freely at $15 for prime and $13 50 
@14 for medium, but sales of magnitude are 
difficult to effect. Supplies of Southern Clay 
are light and values are firm at $12. 


COAL.—The market for Anthracite coal still 
keeps very quiet ; although there is a fair ton- 
nage being done there is not that briskness in 
the demand which many have been hoping for 
and expecting as the season opened up. Saw- 
ard’s Coal Trade Journal says: ‘‘ As we have 
before remarked, there is no duubt but that a 
good demand must set in before long if things 
are kept in good shape and the programme of 
restricting the production to meet the demand 
is carried out, as it no doubt will be. Stocks on 
band are not large, and the coal will be called 
for sooner or later. Everything at and around 
the mines is now kept in trim for a full output 
when working, and this fact, together with the 
thought of the many new operations opened out 
within a short time, goes far to account for the 
need of a curtailment of work at the mines. 
There is but a small amount of Anthracite 
available, comparatively, and there will always 
be a demand for it for domestic uses, even at a 
greater difference in the cost of the two grades 
than now exists.

The Law of Copyright.

When the art of printing began to come into 
use, governments exercised the power of cen- 
sorship over books as they had before done over 
manuscripts, and the printing of many books

Company in 1556, a narrow 
and oppressive corporation that engrossed the 
printing business. The Crown, however, con- 


tinued to grant patents for printing, but so 


| strong was the company thatit attempted to

infringe, but, as an old writer pithily says, 
‘They were advised to desist.” More than a 
hundred years after the orgauization of the Sta- 
tioners’ Company its powers were modified and 
books were to be entered at Stationers’ Hall. 
Here we have the origin of the registry of copy- 
right works. In 1709, the first copyright law 
clearly deserving the name was passed. It is 
known as the ‘Statute of Queen Anne.” 
Books already printed were protected for 
twenty-one years, new books for fourteen 
years, with an extension of fourteen more if the 
author were living at the expiration of the first 
term. This related toall books except those 
exclusively the prerogative of the Crown. This

was forbidden. In 1501, printing was forbidden 
at Cologne, Mentz, Triens and Magdeburg, ex- 
cept under license. From this it followed that 
a license conferred a privilege, and in most 
cases this was exclusive. The oldest of these 
was granted by Henry Bishop, of Bamberg, in 
1490. Similar privileges were granted in Ven- 
ice, in 1491; Milan, 1495; France, 1507, and in 
Germany in 1510. It was in this last-named 
year that, in England, one Thomas Godfrey re- 
ceived a patent cum privilegio regali for print- 
ing a work called ‘“‘ The History of King Bac- 
cus.” 


These are not mere idle dates and dry facts. 
They show that the exclusive right to publish 
by printing was not a common law right, as 
some have contended, but a privilege derived 
from an act of the government, just as a patent 
is granted for an invention. Thus in 1543a 
patent was issued to Richard Grafton and 
Edward Whitechurch to print the Book of 
Divine Service, and four years later Grafton 
received a special patent to print the statute 
books. In 1551 Laurentius Torrentinus re- 
ceived a seven years’ patent to print the Digests 
and Pandects of the Roman Law. Two years 
later William Seres obtatmed a patent for the 
sole printing of primers containing the Psalter ; 
and eight years later one Thomas Cooper ob- 
tained a like patent for printing an English 
**Dictionarie.” In the same year he secured 
another patent, which reads quaintly enough, 
but which is not without interest and instruc- 
tion. It was “for printing a catechism in Eng- 
lish with the brief of an A, B, C thereunto an- 
nexed.” Also, for printing and reprinting such 
of the works of the Bishop of Winchester or 
Thomas Beacon as were “ not contrary to the 
Holy Scriptures or proceedings in religion or 
the laws of the realm.” This last paragraph, 
said the lecturer, contains the germ of a prin- 
ciple now inherent in the copyright law. Noth- 
ing clearly contrary to good morals or to pub- 
lic policy can invoke the protection of lawful 
copyright. That copyright, as relating to 
printed matter, did not have a common law 
origin is further shown, said the lecturer, by 
the fact that in the earliest period of printing 
in England, in 1523, Wynkin de Worde printed 
@ grammar which was pirated. Whereupon he 
obtained a special privilege for the second edi- 
tion. If the common law had afforded pro- 





is the foundation of English copyright law, and 
from it and the jurisprudence that grew up 
under it, the framers of the American Constitu- 
tion received their ideas as to the propriety and 
justice of copyright. 

And here, let me again impress that, in a 
legal sense, copyright, as it relates to the pro- 
duction of printed matter, is not a common law 
right. Neither, of course, can American copy- 
right be a right inherited from the statute of 
Queen Anne or from any other British statute. 
Where then, shall we look for the foundation in 
our country of this branch of protection to 
literary property, so far as concerns federal 
protection? It exists only in Clause 8 of Sec- 
tion 8, of Article 1 of the Constitution. As the 
power of the several States to grant patents for 
inventions is undisputed, it would appear that 
State governments could grant copyrights for 
printed books. But this does not appear to have 
been done, and all things considered, would, per- 
haps, be of doubtful expediency where the 
clause of the Constitution just referred to au- 
thorizes Congress ‘‘ To promote the progress of 
science and the useful arts by securing for 
limited times to authors and inventors the ex- 
clusive right to their respective writings and 
discoveries.” This is the only source from 
which national protection for printed matter 
can be obtained. It is important, therefore, to

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weigh its words and consider its import. In the 


first place, it is to be noted that there is no re- 
striction as to nationality. Congress can grant 
the exclusive privilege to a foreigner the same 
as to a citizen, provided he is bona fide the 
author. Hence, it is eminently fitting that 
legislation concerning international copyright 
should come “ by act of Congress,” under this 
clear and strong provision of the Constitution.
